The dissemination of information an essential inircdieni in cducaiiona! change and decision making. The mandaici of 
P,L 94-142 have further ampli fied the importance of disseminaiion in special educaiion. 

Since the word dissemination has various meaninp, PRISE has adoptod ihc denniiion of diiscmlnalfQn developed by the 
Inicfstate Proiect on Dissemination (1976) to represent our use of the ierm= It reads: 

Dissemination is a two-way sharing process: 

- for communicating educational needs, problems, solutions^ and information among cducaitonal practitioners, 

decision-makers, and knowledge produceri; and 
' for facilitating rational consideration and the appropriaie ulili/atiun of the outcomes of research development, 

effective educational practice^ and other knowledge that can be used for the impruvcmeni of educaiion. 

• By developing a more efficient delivery system for its information services, PRISE hopes to enhance the role of dissemination 
In special education, and to build a framework for Implumeniing the elements of this definition. 



What is PRISE? 

The Pennsylvania Resources and Information Center for Special Education (PRISE) is a siaiewide inforfnaiion disscniina- 
tion program for special education, PRISE provides information of all kinds in response to questions from special educators. 
For example, a special education teacher may request information on a new instructional lechmque, or an adminisirator migh 
ask for reference material on planning an entire specia! education program, PRISE can provide information about curriculum 
trends, legislation, best practices, experts in the field, or any other area in special educatioru 



Who is eligible for PRISE services? 

Services are availabfe free of charge to teachers, admlnistrarors, and other special education personnel working in approved 
Pennsylvania school programs for exceptional students. Requeus will be processed only for clients who nieet these 
requirements. 



What happens if a client who ii NOJ^Iigi:bl£xgfluesisi£^^ 

Sometimes a person who is not eligible for PRISE services may contact you. A few examples of those not cHgible for 
PRISE services include: 

1. College students, faculty, or any other higher education perSDnnel. 

2. Regular educators. 

3. Private citizens, agencies, businesses, etc. 

You should be able to briefly explain eligibility requirements to a clienL A form letter has also been provided (see 
appendix) lo assist you in responding to ineligible requests. If you have any questions about Qligibilily, contact PRISE directly. 
Remember, PRISE wiil process requests only for eligible citen is. 
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What role does the PR ISE li aison play in tnking a request? 



Frequently a pDrion who needs information staiui the fcquuii in gcncrai lurms. As a PRISE Liaison, your rule is to help 
focus the requeit by drawing out the spcciric details and recordini all of the informaiion on the PRISE requesi forms. The 
more specific the statement of the client's request^ the marc relevant will be the info-'mdiion thoy receive. A concise, accurate 
Itaicment of Infofnnatlon request is vital to the person who will bo doini the infpr maiion search. 

For eKample, a client may first ask for general information about learning di%ubiliiies. By using the PRISE Request Form 
and asking other key questions, you may discover that the request svhich you sunt to PRISE reads: 

"Screening devices for tdentificarion of learning 
djsabilil les/prcschool-gradu S/bibllography only."
